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Veterans Day... what does 
it mean? 

Officially, Veterans Day is 
a day celebrated annually on 
November 11 as a tribute to 
military veterans who have 
served in the U.S. Armed 
Forces. It honors all military 
veterans, including those still 
with us. 

Veterans Day, originally 
celebrated as Armistice Day, 
was first issued on No- 
vember 11, 1919 by Pres- 
ident Woodrow Wilson a 
year after the end of World 
War I. The purpose of Armi- 
stice day was to honor the 
fallen soldiers of The Great 
War for their sacrifice and 
bravery. Seven years later in 
1926, Congress adopted a 
resolution 1 requesting Pres- 


~~ ident Coolidge issue annual —

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proclamations on November 
11, making Armistice Day a 
legal holiday. 

In 1945, World War II vet- 
eran Raymond Weeks had 
the idea to expand Armistice 
Day to celebrate all veterans 
rather than just the ones who 
died in World War I. He led 
a delegation to General 
Dwight Eisenhower, who 
was all for the idea. Weeks 
then conducted the first Vet- 
erans Day celebration in 
1945 in Alabama and every 
year until his death in 1985. 

In 1982, Weeks was hon- 
ored by President Reagan 
with the Presidential Citizen- 
ship Medal. He was also 
named the “Father of Vet- 
erans Day” by Elizabeth 
Dole. 

Ed Rees, the U.S. Repre- 
sentative from Emporia, 
Kansas, presented a bill es- 
tablishing the holiday 
through to congress. Eisen- 
hower, who was now Pres- 
ident and also from Kansas, 
signed the bill into law on 
May 26, 1954, eight and a 
half years after Raymond 
Weeks held the first Vet- 
eran’s Day. A few weeks 
later, June 1, Congress 
amended the bill replacing 
“Armistice” with “Vet-

has already pledged his service to the Army. Jacob 
completed basic training this past summer, and plans to go 
active duty after he receives his college degree. 


For others, like Amy 
(Giles) Sewell, it means not 
only celebrating a dad who 
served in the military, but it 
also means celebrating a son 
— a senior in high school — 
that already has pledged his 
allegiance to this country 
and plans to serve in today’s 
military. Her son, Jacob 
Morris Rodriguez, com- 
pleted basic training over the 
summer, and knows exactly 
what he wants to do when he 
graduates from Elba High 
School in May. 

“Jacob plans to go to col- 
lege [after high school] and 
then once he gets his degree 
go active duty,” Amy said. “I 
couldn’t be any more proud 
of Jacob than I am, but I am 
still a momma that wants to 
keep him home out of harms 
way.” 

Amy’s dad, Barry Morris 
Giles, served in Vietnam, 
and her granddad, Hobart 
Morris Giles, served in 
World War II. So, she said 
the military has always been 
a part of their family. 

“Veterans Day has always 
meant a lot to me, but it def- 
initely means a lot more now 
that my son has joined [the 
military],” she said. “We 
definitely say ‘Hooah’ a lot 
more around the house 


now!” 

As for me, I have always 
stood proudly for the Na- 
tional Anthem with my hand 
over my heart because I 
grew up learning from a dad 
that is proud of his country 
and was proud of his service 
to that country. His stories of 
serving from basic training 
on U.S. soil to serving on the 
ground in Vietnam are em- 
bedded in my brain, and a 
daughter could not be 
prouder of a dad than I am of 
mine. 

We say “Go Army” at our 
house with pride, allegiance 
and thankfulness. 

It really comes down to 
one thing... Amy and I are 
just like many others on Vet- 
erans Day... We are Proud! 
Proud of our Dads [and 
Granddad] who served pre- 
viously and proud of a son 
that pledges to serve today!

A question hit us Sunday afternoon of why we had not taken 
a public position on the Donald Trump impeachment issue.

Oh yes, the opinions are there, but you must go 
past the ongoing hearings to get to our position. The House 
will vote (basically along party lines) to impeach but it will 
never get through the Republican controlled Senate.

Each November, com- 
munities across the country 
observe National Diabetes 
Month to bring attention to 
diabetes and its impact on 
millions of Americans. 

Diabetes is a disease in 
which glucose (sugar) 
builds up in the blood- 
stream because the body 
does not produce or prop- 
erly use insulin. Nationally, 
30.3 million Americans are 
estimated to have diabetes 
and more than 84 million 
adults have prediabetes. 

According to the 2018 
Behavioral Risk Factor 
Surveillance System, an es- 
timated 14.5 percent of Al- 
abama adults reported 
being told they had diabetes 


(excluding gestational dia- 
betes). Alabama ranks 
higher than the national 
median of 11.0 percent. In 
2017, diabetes was the 8th 
leading cause of death in 
Alabama. 

The Diabetes Branch of 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health (ADPH) 
works in collaboration with

many other programs 
within and outside the de- 
partment to help people 
delay or prevent devel- 
opment of diabetes and to 
reduce complications re- 
lated to the disease. Dia- 
betes-related complications 
can be serious, costly and 
deadly. They include heart 
disease, stroke, kidney 


damage (chronic kidney 
disease and kidney failure), 
blindness and amputations 
of the legs and feet. 

Diabetes-related compli- 
cations are more likely and 
more severe among people 
whose diabetes is not well 
managed and those who 
have had diabetes over a 
long period of time. 

During November the 
ADPH will debunk myths 
about diabetes and educate 
the public on the changing 
face of diabetes in the 21st 
century through its website 
and through its social 
media by promoting “Sugar 
Shock Facts.” 

The good news is there 
are programs available in 
Alabama to help prevent in- 
dividuals from developing 
the disease and assist those 
diagnosed with diabetes to 
better manage their health. 
Diabetes prevention and 
diabetes self-management 
education (DSME) pro- 
grams are available 
throughout the state and 
can help reduce the burden 
caused by the disease. 
These programs are proven 
effective for those who reg- 
ularly attend. 

The ADPH website has. 
information regarding these 
programs, along with nu- 
merous other resources, at 
alabamapublichealth.gov/di 
abetes. To access infor- 
mation about available pro- 
grams, including a map 
featuring sites throughout 
the state, click the “Preven- 
tion” link in the left-hand 
column. 

For information on 
DSME sites, select the 
“Self-Management Educa- 
tion” link. Also, the web- 
site offers an online 
prediabetes risk test to help 
determine whether a per- 
son is at risk of developing 
the disease.

Murdock said he hopes 
the process will move more 
quickly now that FEMA has 
announced its funding ap- 
proval on this project, and 
citizens will see results.

Holley said in her most 
recent attempt she finally 
discussed the matter with 
someone that was able to 
give her a payoff amount on 
the bill.

Town clerk Debbie An- 
drews went over the 
monthly financials with 
council members. She noted 
that at the end of October 
the town had a balance of 
$172,851.38 in the general 
fund. 

The regular monthly bills 
for November were esti- 
mated at $19,265.87, and

Alumnus brings sculpture exhibit to Troy’ s International Arts. Center 


An exhibit of sculptures 
by Alabama artist and Troy 
University alumnus Larry 
Strickland will open on 
Nov. 7 with a reception 
from 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. at? 
TROY’s International Arts 
Center on the Troy Campus. 

The exhibit, “Larry 
Strickland: Sticks and 
Stones,” features a collec- 
tion of sculptures composed 
of materials Strickland has 
encountered in nature, such 
as driftwood, heart pine, 
bones and stones. The ex- 
hibit will be on display 
through Feb. 5. 

Among the pieces in- 
cluded in the exhibit is a 
larger-than-life horse, a Tro- 
jan warrior and numerous 
angels. A series of poetry 
will be intertwined with the 
individual sculptures. 

“Larry Strickland’s artis- 
tic vision co-exists with the - 
destructive effects nature 
has inflicted upon the mate- 
rials, celebrating _ their 
movement and imperfection 
by incorporating them into 
the sculpture’s design,” said 
Carrie Jaxon, curator of 
TROY’s International Arts 
Center. “Strickland sees in 
each lifeless piece of wood

he stumbles upon the rep- 
resentation of life’s cycle — 
birth, life, death, and re- 
birth through the artist's vi- 
sion.” 

A native of Florala, 
Strickland attended Troy 
State University following 
high school, but was drafted 
into the Army, serving as an 
illustrator during the Viet- 
nam War. After the war, 
Strickland chose to further 
his career in art at the Ring- 
ling School of Art in Sara- 
sota, Fla., where he 
graduated at the top of his 
class. He later returned to 
Troy State to complete his 
degree in 1984, 

Strickland has shown his 
artwork extensively 
throughout the United 
States in both solo and 
group exhibitions. His 
works have been acquired 
by a long list of art patrons 
and private collectors 
throughout the world. He 
has had work accepted for 
the American Watercolor 
Society Exhibit in New 
York and has been accepted 
for exhibition in various 
shows such as The Jean 
Lake Memorial Art Show, 
The Greater New Orleans 
International Art Exhibit, 
and The Kentuck Festival. 

Strickland sculpts prima- 
tily in weathered wood, 
using bone, copper, shell, 
deer horn and precious 
metals as symbolic accents. 


‘He's: also" HEIKHOWn for” 
his whimsical cityscape 
paintings which focus on 
the old architecture of 
Southeastern cities. Strick- 
land is also an artist of the 
written word, writing poetry 
that at times is inspired by 
his sculptures. 

On the campus of Troy 
University, Strickland is 
known for his 9-foot-tall 
bronze Trojan Warrior 
sculpture which soars about 
the Academic Quad on the 
Troy Campus, which was 
finished in 2004. Similar 
statues are found at the Uni- 
versity’s campuses in Do- 
than, Montgomery and 
Phenix City, as well as 
overlooking the football 
field at Veterans Memorial 
Stadium in Troy. 


“The nature of my work 


is a direct result of nature it- 
self,” Strickland said. “The 
wood I find along creeks, 
streams, and in wooded 
areas has fallen, weathering 
over time by the elements.

*** The regular season came to an end for teams all ac- 
ross the state and it was a good week for the area teams as 
three of the four won their season finales and all three of 
the winners moved on to this week’s opening round of the 
playoffs. Here’s a quick look back at last week’s action.... 

** New Brockton continued its late-season surge with 
a 49-21 region win over Samson that gave the Gamecocks 
the #3 seed in the region. The Gamecocks have opened up 
their offense in recent weeks and the results have been suc- 
cessful as they have won four of their last five games and 
last week scored four touchdowns through the air. Don’t 
look now, but the Gamecocks are peeking at just the right 
time. 

** Zion Chapel blanked Pleasant Home 20-0 to earn its 
first playoff berth since 2011 and also hung up a victory on 
the scoreboard for the sixth time this season.

** Brantley posted a surprisingly easy 47-14 win over 
Goshen and appears to be cooking on all burners as it heads 
into the post-season. The Bulldogs have lit up the score- 
board all season long and have begun to be bullies on de- 
fense in recent weeks getting ready for what they hope will 
be a long playoff run. Don’t be surprised if these ‘Dogs play 
for many more weeks to come. 

** Kinston battled for all four quarters in a disappoint- 
ing 35-13 loss to Cottonwood that ended the Bulldogs sea- 
son with a 3-7 record. The Bulldogs took a giant step 
forward this season under new head coach Rudy Free and 
at one time had their fans talking about a trip to the playoffs. 
However, it is going to take more than just one season to 
rebuild the program, and this past season was just the first 
step. 

*** The high school regular season drew to a close all 
across the state and here are just a few notes I jotted down 
after Friday nights action.... 

** Dothan ended the regular season 8-2 and will carry 
the region banner into the post-season party after a dom- 
inant 39-13 road win over 7A Jeff Davis in the Wolves first 
and last season in the 6A ranks, 

** Enterprise rallied from a 27-7 fourth quarter deficit 
to stun seventh-ranked Theodore 28-27 and it looks like the 

- Wildcats are definitely peeking at just the right time. The 
‘Cats will enter the post-season on a three-game winning 
streak after winning just two of their first even games, and 
may not be as easy an opening round foe as many had 
thought. 

** Pike County thumped previously undefeated Sweet 
Water 25-7 to post its first unbeaten season since 2009. The 
Bulldogs don’t get much publicity and kind of fly under the 
radar most of the time, but they will be a tough opponent in 
the post-season no matter who they play. 

** Eufaula closed out an 8-2 season with a 41-14 romp 
past 7A Smiths Station and made it look easy as the Tigers 
carried a 38-0 lead in at the half. Coach Ed Rigby’s Tigers 
have made a lot of noise in his second year at the helm and 
have never once backed away from the challenge of being 
in the Class6A ranks. 

** Geneva rolled past Calhoun 41-20 to complete a suc- 
cessful 8-2 campaign and it looks like the Panthers are back 
after a few years of struggling to post a winning record, The 
Panthers owned a 41-0 halftime lead in last week’s season 
finale and put it in cruise as they got the chance to rest the 
starters for the playoffs. 

** Barbour County lost to Bullock County 64-6 in its 
season finale and the Tigers ended the season with a 60- 
game losing streak. The Tigers averaged 7.2 points a game 
and allowed a record 66.4 points a.game in the season that 
included every game being shortened due to the lopsided 
scores. It may be time to drop the sport! 

*** The state high school football playoffs will kick off 
this week with all seven state champs back to defend their 
crowns. While there are a number of really good teams in 
the post-season party, there are also a few teams that will 
party with less then impressive stats.

National High School tourney on Lake Tuscaloosa

BASS Nation High School 
Tournament Tiger Division. 
The ZC anglers were ex- 
cited to wear their new jer- 
seys made possible by their 
many sponsors and were 
featured on Sports Chat 
with Neal & Wally. No 
doubt this tournament was 
larger and more complex 
than any of the team’s pre- 
vious tournaments. 

On Saturday morning, 
Oct. 12, the teams began 
checking in at 5 a.m.; they 
departed the check point 
around 7 for an arduous day 
of fishing for the big ones. 
At the 2 p.m. weigh-in, the 
ZC anglers anxiously 
waited to learn their weights 
and see how they compared 
with their competitors. 

All ZC teams weighed in 
fish. The winning total was 
the Headland team with just 
over 8 pounds. Out of 147
